Holman on Tariff Reform.

Wasuincton, D. O., January 18.—Judge 
Holman was asked yesterday whether he 
thought there would be any tariff legisia- 
tion passed by the House this winter.

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GLADSTONE'S GAME. 
A SPEECH BY THE EX-PREMIER CHEERED 
BY THE IRISH MEMBERS. 


Appearance of the New Members—Rumors of 
a Cabinet Split on the Irish Question—EKarl 
Carnorvan's Rumored Resignation—A- New 
Crimes Act—The Balkans Question—Foreign 
News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post- 

LONDON, January 13.—The meeting of the 
first people's Parliament yesterday was a dull 
affair, except for the interest in the appearance 
of the new members. The speeches yesterday 
were entirely formal. Nobody but Gladstone 
could make one in grand style or deal in pon- 
derous compliments or elaborated periods, 
anything but tedious. MoCarthy’s protest 
against the unanimous re-election of Peel as 
Speaker, was recited from memory. Glad- 
stone’s voice was at first hoarse, but recov- 
ered at once. His attitude toward the Irish 
was one of great consideration and courtesy. 
He called MoCarthy’s speech the reluctant 
discharge of a publicduty.’’ With significan® 
humor he pointed out to the Irish members 
that their position was such in this parliament; 
that they will not need to let their relations 
with the Speaker get strained, in order to ac- 
complish their ends. 

THE IRISHMEN CHEEKED THIS WARMLY. 

The rest of the House kept very quiet. The 
most striking aspect of the new House is that 
the average age of the members is perceptibly 
lower. Several look little older than school - 
boys. It was amusing to notice the new mem- 
bers’ breaches of the etiquette of the Com- 
mons. They clapped Bright, which method of 
applause is not recognized by the House, and 
removed their hats to the black rod, whereas 
members only uncover in the presence of a 
messenger from the Queen. Many wore low 
crowned hats and several tweed coats. 

Joseph Arch, the famous agricultural la- 
borer, came in corduroy. I hear that there 
will be many amendments moved to the ad- 
dress of the Crown among others, Radical 
ones, protesting against the annexation of 
Burmah and against the extraordinary tities; 
another by the Crofter, unless their is direct 
allusion to their grievances.

The bill 
will be introduced nominaily as an act to 
amend the criminal law of Ireland, 
bu in reality it will be a 
renewal of the crimes act with additional pow- 
ers to meet more recent developements. The 
Government had to apply periodically to Par- 
liament for the renewal of the crimes act. 
Tue new act will be the permanent 
criminal law of Ireland. It will only be intro- 
duced in the event of serious obstiuction to 
public business and dangerous agitation in 
Ireland.

Who is going to buy our 50,000, 000 of 
coined gold and exportit on speoulation? 
How and with what will they pay for it? 

Not with foreign goods, because our im- 
ports are more than paid for by our ex- 
ports of American products, and the bal- 
ance of trade in our favor is paid to us 
every year in foreign gold. 

Foreign money-changers cannot get our 
gold by sending our bends home, becanse 
less than $12,000,000, or but little more than 
one-tenth of 1 per centof our registered 
bonds, according to Treasury reports, are 
held abroad. None of the few held abroad 
are due before 1892, and the whole amount 
of them is not equal to our net influx of 
gold from Europe in one year. 

Again we ask, how and by whom is our 
$550, 000, 000 of gold to be bought and paid 
for and taken away from us? And the 
only answer we hear is that, according to 
GRESHAM’s law, the cheaper money must 
drive out the dearer. 

But à great many theorists, including 
our Treasury people and our National 
bankers, sometimes mistake the eireum- 
stances necessary to the fall and free op- 
eration of GresHaM’s law. In Germany 
and in the nations of the Latin Union only 
15 ounces of silver are rated as equiva- 
lent to one ounce of gold in coin, whileour 
rating is 15.98 to 1. Yet those nations 
maintain at par with their gold coin more 
than twice as much of legal-tender silver 
coin per capita as we do. France has 
$550,000, 000 of legal-tender silver circulat- 
ing with her $875,000,000 of gold coin. Yet 
the latter commands no premium and is 
not driven out by theformer. Inthe en- 
tire Latin Union there is nearly $700, 000,000 
of full legal-tender silver, and yet 
no section of Europe maintains a 
larger excess of gold, there being 
inthe Latin Union $1,250,000,000 of gold 
coin, which the $700,000,000 of legal-tender 
silver utterly fails to drive out. In all Eu- 
rope there are $2,500,000,000 of paper 
money, and the excess of gold over silver 
coin is only 8 per cent. Why does not 
GRESHAM’S law operate there? 

To make it operate here, all we have to 
do is to overload ourselves with silver dol- 
lars, and declare the bonds payable in 
gold coin alone, while all the Govern- 
ment’s dues and revenues are payable in 
silver. That will enable the bondholders 
to send the bonds abroad where they will 
draw all the gold out of the country, the 
bond speculators pocketing the difference 
between the bullion values of the two 
coins while forcing all other creditors in 
this country to take silver and putting the 
country on an exclusively ailver basis.

THE MERCANTILE LIBRARY. 
Annual Meeting and Reports of the Board 
of Directors. 

The fortieth annual meeting of the Mercan- 
tile Library Association took place last 
night at their reading rooms. The Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means reported the 
books and accounts of the association 
correct. The Treasurer’s report showed 
the receipts of the year from mem- 
berships, rentals, etc., to be $24,455.57. 
The expenditures for books, periodicals, etc., 
for the year amounted to $4,872.86. The asso- 
ciation has up to date expended $125,705.26 for 
books, $13,248 for paintings and engravings 
and $9,735 for stationery. 

The President’s report showed the receipts 


for the year to have been $24,444.32, a loss of 
1,466.58 as compared with the preceding year. 
his is accounted for by the decreased demand 

for the large hall. The association has during 

the year paid $1,487.08 current interest and 

taken up a bonded debt of $4,000. This leaves 

the funded debt at $13,000 and the floating debt 
1 


Two hundred and eighty-two new members 
have been enrolled and 373 lost by death and 
other causes, leaving a membership of 2,961. 
The additions tothe library amount to 1.850 
volumes, making a total number of books for 
circulation 64,152. Itis expected that the as- 
sociation will have seoured $150,000 by spring 
from the canvass for improvement members, 
which will enable them to begin work on the 
hew structure. The estimated cost of the 
proposed new building is $350,000. When com- 
pleted it is thought the income from offices 
and hall rent will aggregate an annual income 
of $50,000.

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A BITTER FEUD. 


Two Farmers Settle an Old Gredge with 
Clubs and Guns—One Man Killed. 
By Telegraph to the POsTt-DIsPaTCH. 
WILMINGTON, DEL., January 13.—The follow- 
ing are the particulars in full of the Hanby- 
Talley tragedy published in the Post-D1s- 
PATCH yestefday: A personal and intensely 
bitter feud existed between Isaac 8. Talley and 
J. W. Hanby, who were the owners and ten- 
ants of two large adjoining farms a short dis- 
tance from this city for nearly a year. Since 
March last the men have been bitter enemies. 
Their anger has been given vent at times be- 
fore the magistrates in various suits and fre- 
quent personal encounters. The first hand- 
to-hand combat was at a public sale, and 
Talley came out minus a part of his thumb, 
which his antagonist had bitten off. Within a 
few weeks the two men have been on speaking
